The tendency was that the High Court 
would become Jess and less a Court of original 
jurisdiction and more and more an appellative 
Court for the Circuit Courts. 

DEFECTIVE SYSTEM: 

Captain Redmond said that his complaint 
was that the Minister had not tackled the 
whole question when he had the opportunity, 
The whole system inaugurated by the Courts 
of Justice Act had broken down, and he was 
sorry that the. Minister had not seen that and 
dealt with the whole thing. The appoint- 
nent of temporary Commissioners was only 
a mere temporary expedient in the endeavour 
to bolster up a system which was wel] known 
to have failed. 

There was a huge number of appeals pend- 
ing, one of the principal reasons given for 
which was the operation of the Damage to 
Property Act.

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
Baxter (Farmers) drew attention to an 
allegation in a Cavan newspaper that mar- 
bis was being mixed with Irish butter, 
oth creamery and farm, and that the De- 
partment of Lands and Agriculture had failed 
to anstitute proceedings against the offenders. 
He raised the matter with- hesitation, as he 
had no proof that the allegation was true, 
but he felt that it should not be passed over. 
If it were true, he felt that the negligence 
of the Department could not be passed over. 
From his knowledge of Cavan creameries and 
butter producers, he was confident that the 
accusation did not apply to them at any 
rate.

that the charge was a gross libel from start 
to finish, and if Deputy Baxter had not raised 
it he would not have taken notice of it. The 
facts were that in 1926 624 samples of butter 
were taken by the inspectors of his Depart- 
ment, and of these 515 were creamery butter 
samples.

‘Lhe plaintifis, in their statement of claim, 
set out that. the defendant deposited docu- 
ments referred to by way of equitable mort- 
gage to secure all liabilities of the defen. | 
dant or her husband, George Carpenter, to 
the plaintiffs ; that at the time of the deposit | 
George Carpenter had a current account with 
the plaintiffs; and that there is now due to 
the plaintiffs, on foot of the account, the 
sum of £1,428 2s. 10d. 3 
The defendant, in her evidence, denied that 
she deposited with the plantifis the docu- 
ments referred to, save in so far as they might 
have been deposited with them for safe keep- 
ing, and she denied that any deposit was 
made by her by way of equitable mortgage 
to secure all or any of the liabilities re- 
ferred to. She further pleaded that she was 


a stranger to, and did not admit the mat- 
ters alleged as regards the indebtedness of her 
husband to the plaintiffs. 

The evidence having concluded, 

Mr. Charles S. Campbell, who, with Mr. 
Battersby, K.C (instructed by Messrs. Molloy, 
Fayle and Co.) appeared for the defendant, 
pointed out that although it was an admitted 
fact that originally the deeds had been 
lodged by the husband on behalf of his 
wife purely for safe custody, the plaintiffs 
now alleged that a change had been made in 
1914, and that the defendant herself had 
come in and agreed to deposit them as 
security for her husband. There was not, 
said counsel, one single communication ad- 
dressed by the bank to the wife, and the 
most natural business precaution, where the 
plaintiffs actually had been advised by their 
own solicitors that independent advice to the 
wife was desirable, would have been to have 
written a letter to her explaining the nature 
of the proposed transaction, and requesting 
her to call and complete it. There was no 
evidence whatever of any explanation of this 
mortyage by way of equitable deposit. Counsel 
cited authorities to show that where a 
creditor took security from a wife in respect 
of her husband’s debts it was incumbent on 
the creditor to show that the whole trans- 
action was clearly explained to, and fuily un- 
derstood by, her, and he sukmitted that this 
onus had not been discharged. 

Mr. Newett, who, with Mr. Denning, 
K.C (instructed by Messrs. Peebles, Knox 
and Pigot) . appeared for the  plaintifis, 
replied, submitting that it was clear that 
the bank had a good deposit, both against 
the husband and the wife, and said that, 
although the sub-manager of the bank could 
not recollect the details of the interview 
with the defendant, it must. be presumed that 
the matter was fully explained to her. It 
was not necessary for the sub-manager to 
put any statement in the memorandum to the 
effect that he had explained it to her. 
Counsel did not agree that the onus of having 
the matter explained to the defendant lay 
ifpon the plaintiffs. He also stated that 
the entire documents in the case show that 
a deposit had been made.

Mr. Justice Meredith, giving judgment, 
said that the plaintiffs’ alleged title was 


eldest son of Michael Casey, who was the 
judicial tenant of a farm of 40 acres. Tom 
Casey returned with his wife from America 
about thirty years ago; and Michael Casey 
allowed him to occupy one acre of the farm, 
and to build a house on it. Under Section 5 
of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, Michael 
Casey could not sub-divide or sublet his 
holding without the written consent. of his 
landlord; and in point of fact there was no 
direct evidence. of any attempt to create a 
tenancy in Thomas, or of any executory agree- 
ment for a tenancy. They were asked to 
infer some agreement for a tenancy from the 
use and occupation which Thomas. was 
allowed to enjoy and from the building of the 
house. The father and brothers seemed to 
have assisted in building the house, and they 
all seemed anxious that Thomas and his 
wife should not be homeless; but the evidence 
as to what happened did not prove anything 
more than a licence to occupy. It would he 
impossible to hold that an executory agree- 
ment was proved as a fact; and it could not 
be set up as a mere fiction in order to bring 
the case within the case of O'Regan v. White, 
which was cited on behalf of the plaintiffs, 

In his lordship’s opinion, therefore, the 
decision of the learned Circuit Court Judge 
was correct, and the appeal should be dis- 
missed with costs. | 

Mr. Justice Johnston concurred. 

The appeal was accordingly dismissed, with 


costs.

IMPROVEMENT CONTINUES. 

The official report for the fortnight ending 
Q3rd February states :— 
Flax.—Irish—The Irish markets have not 
been so well supplied since the last report, 
and in some districts scutching is finished, 
and practically all the fibre marketed. The 
demand has been keen for all classes of flax, 
and prices much firmer. Courtrai—Supplies 
have been larger during the past fortnight, 
but the demand was so keen sg. all Fe was 
bought up at higher prices, with special atten- 
lios" to the noe qnalitics. intvian—Ne 
further sales reported. The Government has 
withdrawn all offers meantime. Probably the 
next official offer will be a limited quantity at 
a stiff advance. Esthonian—Markets are 
excited, and telegrams to-day report that 
there is still a strong upward tendency. 
Lithuanian—Peasants. have all lowered their 
brack, but dealers continve to buy all that 
comes in. It is thought 60 per cent. of the 
new crop has already been exported. Soviet— 
No direct offers to be had at present. The 
only. flax being offered to spinners is secured 
lots at full prices. 
Yarns.—We cannot do more than repeat 
the report of the 9th inst. All departments 
ara included in the improvement. The 
principal improvement, however, from the 
spinners’ point of view is that demand has 
enabled them to employ more machinery. The 
handicap, on the other hand, is not only 
the advanced price of flaxes, but the slowness 
of delivery, more especially in the case ot 
Baltic qualities. Tow yarns have been active, 
and prices have sharply advanced. It is in- 
creasingly difficult to do business with foreign 
spinners. ‘The Bohemian syndicate have with- 
drawn entirely from the market, though oflers 
at a large advance were placed before them. 

Weavers—Since the last report the market 
has been very excited, due to the sharp 
advance in flax, synchronising with the buying 
season in cloth, which has resulted in bringing 
ent a considerable volume of cloth. It is a 
very firm market, and if the present demand 
for dress material continues even to-day’s top 
rates would not appear unreasonable in com- 
parison with the past. The sharpest advances 
rn cloth rates are in cloth manufactured from 


25’s and 20’s tow, these numbers being very 
much in demand, and spinners 
sellers. For some time past manufacturers 
have heen selling more than their production. 
which will tend to give the much needed 
stability to cloth prices. The healthy feature 
of the market is that cloth ordered is being 
pressed for in the quickest possible time, 
indicating bare stocks in first hand. Orders 
are spread. over the usual varieties made in 
the trade from coarse to fine, with no special 
feature except that more attention is being 
directed to dress linens. 

Metchants.—As reported a fortnight ago, 
conditions remain healthy. In some cases 
orders are being placed earlier than last year. 
This trade accounts for some of the very 
favourable reports issued recently. Above the 
average amount of business has been placed 
in housekeeping goods, damasks, handker- 
chiefs, and cambrics. . Prices are firm, reduc- 
tions being out of the question, and advances 
are inevitable when soods have to be made 
from yarns at prevailing quotations. Dress 
Linens—The improved demand referred to in 
last report continues, and an encouraging 
amount of business has been placed for 
coloured dress linens, Stecks are now well 
cleaned up, and the marlet has advanced 
sharply for goods ‘‘to make.” ®ferchants, 
however, experience great difficulty in obtain- 
ing advanced prices.

The Liquor Bill. 


On Tuesday next Dail Fireann will 
address itself to the Committee stage of 
the Free State Government’s Intoxicating 
As introduced by the 
Minister for Justice, the bill was a 
sound measure of reform. Retaining the 
most beneficent achievement of the Act 
of 1924—the automatic endorsement of 
licences for offences against the law—it 
made provision not only for the gradual 
reduction of public-houses, but for a cur- 
tailment of the publican’s hours of sale on 
all days of the week. To-day the bill is 
a dismal and discreditable shadow of its 
former self; for the Government, 
threatened with the organised hostility 
of the “trade’s”’ political powers, has

highest interests. Of the really im- 
portant provisions of the new bill only 
that for the reduction of the grossly. ex- 
cessive number of licences stands intact ; 
and it has been purchased by the wrecking 
of the Act of 1924 im the matter of 
automatic endorsement. The publicans 
have compelled the Government toconserve 
nearly all their -monstrous facilities for 
the sale of drink. In some cases Mr. 
O’Higgins already has made large conces- 
sions; in others he has consented to doom 
his clauses by leaving them to the “ free 
vote’’ of the House. The starved quality 
of reform that now lingers in the bill may 
be measured by a comparison with the 
existing Act. It provides for a reduction 
of only one bare hour in general drinking 


noon closing for two hours will bea victim 
of the “free vote.” Save. in respect of 
distances, the “ bona fide’’ traffic system 
will remain unaltered. 

The publicans, not yet satisfied, propose 
to keep the Government “on the run.” 
Nearly one hundred amendments have 
been set down for the Committee stage 
of the bill, and most of these suggest 
the direct inspiration of the “trade.” If 


even a small number of them is accepted, | 


the bill, as a measure of reform, will 
become a humiliating farce. In particular, 
the “ trade,” not content with the Govern- 
ment’s desertion of the principle of auto- 
matic endorsement, seeks to deprive Mr. 
O’Higgins’s amendment of the State’s 
last restraint upon unscrupulous drink- 
sellers. By this amendment a District 
Justice may refuse to endorse a conviction 
on a licence if, in his view, extenuating 
circumstances exist; but such circum- 
stances “shall relate only to the technical 
character or the trival nature of the 
offence.” The “trade” now seeks to 
secure the removal of the limiting words, 
in order that the definition of “ extenuating 
circumstances’’ may be left entirely to 
the District Justice’s discretion. We hope, 
and edycated opinion throughbut the 
country will hope, that, in preference to 
that culminating surrender, Mr. O’Higgins 
will drop the bill. Probably his mere 
threat of such a decision will sober the 
publicans and will induce them also to 
withdraw their other outrageous amend- 
ments. The fact is that the “trade,” 
successful beyond its hopes, is intensely 
anxious to secure the passing of the bill 
in its emasculated form, and thus to 
wipe the Act of 1924 from the Statute- 
book. In this fact we may find the value 


moral and social welfare. 

It is our own belief that the Free 
State’s welfare would be served by the 
dropping of the present bill. . To-day the 
only factor which pleads for it is its pro- 
vision for the reduction of the plague of 
drink-shops. In no other respect is the 
bill: an appreciable advance or. existing 
legislation, and in one vital respect it 
plays havoc with that legislation. Further- 
more, the bill’s fortunes have raised an 
issue of urgent and transcendent im- 
portance for every citizen. At this hour 
of the day, in a young State which is 
embarking, with high ideals, on a career 
of self-government, a selfish and, in many 
ways, a. degraded interest has thrown 
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on this issue, and will have..its oppor- 
tunity at the coming general election, 
which is likely to be held in June. If 
Mr. O'Higgins should drop the present 
bill, and if the electors should revolt 
successfully against the domination of 
drink in public affairs, a Government 
backed strongly by public opinion could 
introduce and carry a really effective 
measure of temperance reform in the first 
session of the new Parliament. 
reduction of licences, which in any case 
must be gradual, would suffer only a brief 
postponement. If, however, Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Government persists with the present bill, 
it ought to recognise that recent events 
have impaired its reputation gravely, and 
that another inch of concession to the 
publicans may ruin its influence with the 
best elements in the State. 


_. British Railways. 

With the publication of the London and 
North-Eastern Railway Company’s balance 
sheet, the record of the damage done to 
the British railway companies’ by last 
year’s disastrous strikes is complete. The 
total loss in net earnings for the grouped 
lines was £18,000,000, and none of the 
companies earned enough money to pay a 
dividend on its ordinary capital out of 
income. In the case of the London and 
North-Eastern Company virtually al] the 
guaranteed and preference stocks were 
served by money which was taken from 
reserves, amounting to nearly £7,000,000. 
Consequently the contingent fund, which 
amounted to £1,244,000, has disappeared. 
At the general meeting of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Company, 
in London yesterday, Sir William Guy 
Granet, Chairman of the group, informed 
the shareholders that the company’s gross 
losses during last year had amounted to no 
less than £16,400,000. During the two weeks 
of the genera] strike the company lost 
£2,500,000 ; and, but for careful manage- 
ment throughout the remainder of the year 
the financial damage would have been far 
worse. In the circumstances the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company has 
emerged with great credit from the gravest 
crisis in its history; and the Irish people 
will feel proud at the high tribute that 
was paid by the Chairman to the Right 
Hon. H. G. Burgess, who directed its 
fortunes during those trying times, and 
now retires after a distinguished career of 
‘fifty-three years in the company’s service. 
The prospects for the immediate future are 
not discouraging. Sir William Guy 
Granet predicts a general advance in rail- 
way receipts over the figures for 1925, and, 
if the expected revival in British industry 
should come to pass, the railways would be 
able to recover at least some of the losses 
of the last twelve months. The Railway 
Rates Tribunal now has approved a 
general increase in freight charges upon 
the British lines, raising the tariff from 
50 to 60 per cent. over pre-war rates. This 
rise in rates will provide added revenue 
for the companies, although, from the 
point of view of industry in general, it is 
to be deplored. Without such an increase 
in income, however, the companies’ only 
hope would be a reduction in wages, which, 
at the moment, would be most undesirable ; 
and the business community must be pre- 
pared to meet the higher charges in the 
hope that, with a brisker traffic, the 
companies will take the first oppor- 
tunity to return to pre-strike conditions. 
Britain has good reason to be satisfied with 
the record of her railway companies. Their 
conservative method of finance enabled 
them to draw on substantial reserves, with 
the result that, although they have suffered 
a very bad year, there is no cause for the 
least anxiety about their future. The 
railways of no other country in the world 
could have stood such a strain so well.

Fiction and Fact. 


Society has grown decorous—not to say 
timid—since Dickens wrote and the schools 
abolished illiteracy. According to the 
modern reader, the Dickensian novels 
sometimes resemble burlesques of real 
life. There was, however, a smaller element 
of caricature in “ Pickwick Papers” than 
generally is realised. The famous case 
of Bardell versus Pickwick well could have 
been a transcript from real life. Yester- 
day The Times published an extract from 
its issue of February 26th, 1827, which 
proved that a living prototype of Mr. 
Serjeant Buzfuz flourished a hundred 
years ago. The extract was portion of 
an actual report of an action for assault, 
Jacobs versus Duke, in the Court of 
Common Pleas, and the counsel for the 
defendant bore the truly Dickensian name 
of Mr. Serjeant Spankie. A Mr. Duke 
had struck a Mr. Jacobs on the nose. In 
his speech for the defence, Mr. Serjeant 
Spankie observed that he was not surprised 
that “ the defendant, in the fulness of heart 
in which he was, and excitement of the 
moment, should have applied himself to 
that very prominent feature; for, looking 
at Mr. Jacobs as he (Mr. Serjeant Spankie) 
then did, it appeared to project so far 
from his face that (to borrow an expres- 
sion from a certain book) it resembled 
‘the tower of Lebanon looking towards 
Damascus.’ (Laughter.) He had never 
had the pleasure of seeing Mr. Jacobs 
before that day, but he immediately 
recognised him among the crowd from the 
dimensions of that very feature which his 
unfortunate client in a moment of jollity 
had flicked.” Evidently the learned 
counsel, unable to plead innocence or an 
alibi. for his client, had decided upon a 
plea of confession. and avoidance. “His 
client was accused of having allowed his 
finger to come in contact with the nose, 
but there really appeared to him to be a 
probability that the nose, which stuck out 
like the bowsprit of a man-of-war, might 
have accidentally come in contact with 
the finger.” Truly, compared with Buzfuz 
and Spankie, the leartied counsel of to- 
day are but dull dogs. . | 


Canadian Paper. 

Last ‘year the Canadian paper mills 
assumed the leadership of the world, 
Within the Dominion a quantity of 
“news-print’’ paper of no less than 
1,882,000 tong was produced, as against 
a “ record ” total of 1,687,000 in the 
United States. The Toronto Correspon- 
dent of the Manchester Guardian reports 
that the total output of the industry 
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"£60/000,000- In the mills 30,000 workers cers: 
! are employed, and a yet greater number 


works in the forests in the collection and 
preparation of raw material. The mills 
are situated amid the forest territories. 
Water-power is plentiful. Labour and 
power. costs are relatively low, and the. 
average Canadian mill produces paper more 
cheaply than a mill in the United States. 
For a time the United States sought 
imports of unmilled wood-pulp from 
Canada wherewith to supplement the 
produce of their depleted forests. The 
Canadian Legislatures, however, threatened 
an embargo. Apparently the result of this 
determination to keep the manufacture of 
paper at home was to attract capital from 
across the border. The United States 
manufacturers invested money in the 
Canadian industry and came to control 
many of the biggest Canadian concerns. 
Two of the biggest newspapers in the 
world, the New York Times and the 
Chicago Tribune, have established their 
own paper industries across the Canadian 
frontier. . This year the quantity of 
‘‘ news-print ” paper made from Canadian 
wood probably will exceed 2,000,000 tons. 
Alarm has arisen less depletion of the 
forests at this prodigious rate should bring 
about a timber famine in a few years’ 
time. Recognising the danger, the Premier 
of Quebec—where most of the expansion 
of the past year took place—announced 
recently that no further mills would be 
permitted in that province until it was 
established that there was an abundance of 
forest reserves for existing mills. The 
efficiency of patrols against forest fires has 
been increased greatly of late, particularly 
by the use of aircraft.

MARSHAL SUN’S ARMY. 


From “ Tue Times’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Friday. 

Competent observers returning from the 
country around Sungkiang. give an in- 
feresting account of Sun Chuan Fang’s de- 
fences. They say that he has reassembled 
seme 40,000-troops after the retreat from 
Chekiang. They had not been pursued by 
the Southerners, and have now been re- 
stored to something like fighting trim. 

Trenches have been dug, machine-gun 
nests planted, and apparently a good line 
of defence constructed from the Taihu 
Lake, via Sungkiang, to the town of Kin- 
shan, fifteen miles south of Sungkiang, on 
the shore of Hangchow Bay. The whole 
country is a network of creeks, and is now 
waterlogged with the recent weeks of almost 
continuous rain... 

This must hamper the. Southern ad- 
vance, as the Northerners have destroyed 
or removed all the boats they could, as 
well as carried off large quantities of roll- 
ing stock. The principal bridges between 
Kashing and Sungkiang are reported to 
have been mined by the Northerners. As 
yet there is no indication that the 
Southerners have attempted to leave 


Kashing. 


A WARNING. 


DIPLOMATIC BODY’S NOTE. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PEKING, Friday. 

The foreign diplomatic body here, which 
includes Ministers of the Powers inter- 
ested in the international settlements, has 
notified the Peking, Hankow and 
Shanghai authorities to-day of their inten- 
tion to take stern military measures in 
the event of the international settlement 
at Shanghai being involved in military dis- 
orders. 

After reference to Tuesday 's ' gunboat 
bombardment by the Chinese, the an- 
nouncement ' states:—‘‘ We look to the 
heads of the armies involved to take all 
measures necessary. to. avoid incidents 


which would constrain the foreign authori- 


ties themselves to. take measures indis- 
pensable for ensuring the safety of persons 
and the property of nationals. 

“Under this notifieation the Powers feel 
that the admirals of the respective foreign 
fleets here are authorised to take the 
necessary steps to meet any situation 
which may, arise.” 

The French diplomatic authorities have 
issued a similar notice separately regard- 
ing the French Concession.

GERMANY A CUSTOMER. 
These figures are those of imports and 
exports with Great Britain, Northern Ire- 
land and ‘‘ other ” countries. While we 
exported to Great Britain £2,502,098 
worth of goods and to Northern Ireland 


| £299,025 worth, the total of our exports 


to all other countries amounted to. only 
£113,782. Among “'other ” countries 
Germany was our best customer, taking 
goods during the month to the value of 
£34,116, but from the same country the 
Free State imports amounted to £177,606. 

To the United States we exported in 
goods £25,172, as against imports, from 
that country valued at nearly Mita. 
million. It is curious to note that in 
respect of our trade with India and South 
Africa exports exceed imports. To India 
we sent last month £10,546 worth of com- 
modities, and took from her only £18 
worth. South Africa consigned to us a 
paltry £19 in goods, and took £905. In 
January, 1926, ‘however, South Africa 
sent to the Trish Free State consignments 
to the value of £50,623. 

Our wheat imports during ‘the month 
were 515,359 cwts., compared with 460,519 
cwts. in January, 1926, and butter 9,403 
cwts. against 11,769 cwts. 


WHEAT, BOOTS AND SHOES. 

Imports of boots and shoes, despite the 
tax, show an increase. In January, 1926, 
we took 16,905 dozen pairs, and last month 
17,128 dozen pairs, the values relatively 
being £81,985 and £83,375.

THE LIQUOR BILL. 


*“TRADE’S " NEW 
CRITICISMS, 


When the second reading of the Liquor 
Bill was under consideration by the Dail 
the Minister of Justice announced that, as 
a result of representations that had been 
made to him, he was prepared to modify 
the existing law relating.to the endorse- 
ment of licences, As outlined on that occa- 
sion, his proposed modification found no 
disfavour with his critics, either in the 
Visitors’ Gallery or in the Chamber. 

A few days later the Minister’s amend- 
ment made its appearance, and whether 
it is that the promised concession suffered 
by reason of its translation into cold print 
or that the spoken word was deceptive, the 
fact now is that the “ trade ” feels no more 
kindly disposed towards the new law than 
towards the old, in so far as Mr. 
O'Higgins has shown himself prepared to 
amend the latter, . 

The text of the Minister’s amendment to 
the compulsory endorsement provision is as 
follows :— 


(1). Whenever the holder of a licence for 
the sale of intoxicating liquor is convicted by 
a Justice of the District Court of an offence, a 
conviction for which is required by this Act 
to be recorded on such licence, such Justice

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MONOPOLY. 
THE GOVERNMENT 
ATTITUDE. . 


By a POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT’. 
For some time close observers have anti- 
cipated drastic Government proposals in 
reference to the growing competition 
between motor lorry and "bus owners and 
railways in the Irish Free State. These 


-anticipations recently became acute, as the 


result of a declaration made by Mr. 
Richard Mulcahy, T.D., at a Cumann-na- 
n-Gaedheal meeting in Dublin. Discussing 
the necessity for transport reorganisation, 
Mr. Mulcahy is then reported to have 
said :-— : 

“The time has now come to inquire into 
the position of -moter companies, and par- 
ticularly as to whether, and under what cir- 
cumstances and control, a monopoly for the 
development of motor transport as a public 
utility service should he given to the present 
amalgamated railways.”’ 

Though this declaration was made by 
Mr. Mulcahy in his personal capacity, it 
is understood to have caused considerable 
perturbation among bus and lorry-owners 
in the Free State. Meetings of such 
owners are stated to have led to the forma-. 
tion of an independent association of motor 
coach and lorry-owners in various parts of 


the country. 


EXPECTED GOVERNMENT ACTION. 

If the opinion in specially well-informed 
political circles can be relied upon, such 
an organisation may have a strenuous time 
before it in the immediate future; for the 
confident expectation is that a Ministerial 
announcement may be made any day in 
the Dail to the effect i. at the Government 
have accepted Mr. Mulcahy’s proposal ; 
and that steps are being taken to set up 
a Committee whose business it will be to 
settle the terms upon which the amalga- 
mated: railways will be authorised to take 
over the operation of all the ommibuses 
and lorries with which they are at present 


in competition. 


While such a decision is naturally ex- 
pected to make a strong appeal to railway 
interests, it is realised that formidable 
difficulties will have to be overcome. The 
proposal is revolutionary in so far as 
Government control of road transport in 
other countries has hitherto been limited 


to the exercise of powers of taxation and | 


licensing restraints upon motor omnibus 
and lorry-owners. 


THE GREAT NORTHERN SYSTEM. 

In addition to the strenuous opposition 
of *bus and lorry-owners, difficulties may 
arise Owing to the anomalous position of 
the Great Northern Railway Company, 
which—while playing an important part 
in Free State railway affairs—remains out- 
side the group of railway services which 
were compulsorily amalgamated three years 
ago. If commercial and goods transport 
is to become the monopoly of the Great 
Southern Railways, it may be anticipated 
that an acute division of railway interests 
would arise in such districts as Cavan, 
Kells, Navan and other centres, where 
competition at present exists between the 
two-railway. groups. 

While the general belief is that, the 
Government. will limit its immediate 
action to the appointment of a Commis- 
sion of Inquiry, it need not be a matter 
for surprise if actual proposals for legisla- 
tion are made, and are pressed, before this 
year’s dissolution of the Dail. 


SUDDEN COLLAPSE OF 
TIMBER. 


THREE CHILDREN KILLED. 


Three children were killed at Ports- 
mouth yesterday afternoon through a fall 
of timber at Messrs. Lillie’s yard, Mile 
End. The timber had been recently 
stacked, and Elsie and Winnie Bell, aged 
five and eight years, respectively, and 
Eva Armsworth, aged nine, all of Norfolk. 
place, which runs alongside the timber 
yard, were playing in the street when the 
timber suddenly collapsed. Heavy scaffold 
poles and corrugated iron fell upon them. 
When extricated by police and civilians 
they were rushed to hospital, but they 
had been so badly crushed that death had 
already taken place.

Betting Duty Reform Association. A 
memorandum explaining the scheme has 
been forwarded.to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in the hope that the present 
tax may be amended by Budget day. 

The suggested scheme was explained by 
Mr. J. T. W. Huckin, Vice-Chairman of 
the Association, at a dinner at the Hotel 
Cecil last night. It provides for — 

(a) A 1s. 6d. revenue stamp on all 
weekly credit accounts, half being paid by 
the bookmaker ; 

(b) A 4d. stamp on daily 
accounts, similarly shared ; 

(c) No tax on’ course bets, but a fee 
for course bookmakers for each day’s 
attendance. This daily fee would be :— 
In Tattersall’s, 20s. ; in other rings, 10s. ; 
outside any rings, 5s. 

The suggested scheme, said Mr. Huckin, 
would. yield the Treasury at least 
£1,500;000 a year at the very start, while 
costs of collection would be infinitesimal.

The gate receipts of the 
meetings this winter have shown a very 
marked decrease, and very probably will 
go on decreasing to a still more alarming 
extent. If that should be the case, there 
is no doubt that the stakes and prizes 
would be very much smaller, and some of 
the meetings would have to dry up 
altogether. What I think the Association 
of Racehorse Owners, Breeders and 
Trainers ought to aim at is that a deputa- 
tion should be appointed to approach Lord 
Lonsdale’s Committee, which is comprised 
of representatives of the Jockey Club, 
National Hunt Committee, and the 
National Coursing Club, and try to get in 
touch with them and back them up as far 
as possible in any proposals which they 
may make to the Chancellor. I do not 
think it is wise for us to send a deputation 
to the Chancellor ourselves.

LORD FERMOY’S BILL. 


(From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT.) 
‘WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

Aided by the benevolent neutrality of the 
Government, Lord Fermoy scored a success 
to-day by securing the second “ayes | of a 
bill designed to put a stop to the systen 
‘rings’ and ‘“‘knock-outs” at public auctions, 
A measure with a similar object was intro 
duced last session in the House of Lords by 
Lord Darling, but the bill for which he was 
responsible got no further than a reference to 
a delect Committee. With virtually a whole 
session before him, Lord Fermoy would seem 
to have a better chance of seeing his bill 
become law, if not in its present form, at 
least with its principle intact. The measure 
was not one of paramount interest, and the 
attendance during the afternoon was so scanty 
that twice a count had to be moved to bring 
members to a sense of their responsibilities as 
legislators, : 

No one really defended the action of 
“-rings” in the auction room, and the objec- 
tion taken’ by the, Labour party. to the 
measure was based on consideration of quite 
a different kind. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, in- 
deed, described the bill as a miserable, petti- 
fogging, window-dressing device which would 
not meet the evil aimed at, if evil there was. 

Sir Douglas Newton, who was one of the 
pramoters of the bill, said that any sugges- 
tion for improving the measure would be 
gladly welcomed from any side of the House, 
and he was very much surprised that anyone 
in that House could be found to defend the 
system of “ knock-outs.” There are various 
kinds of ‘“knock-outs,’’ Commander Ken- 
worthy sagely observed. The point of this 
observation was that the hon. member for 
Central Hull was at one time a heavy-weight 
boxing champion in the Navy, and he still 
looks quite capable of giving the knock-out in 
that sense. : 

Colonel Wedgwood considered it ridiculous 
to put on the Statute Book a measure which, 
he ventured to think, the Home Office would 
never enforce.. He gave some experience of 
his own, though what it has to do with 
auction sales is not quite clear. He said that 
he bought abroad two beautiful watches for 
his sons, and determined to try to smuggle 
them through the Customs. He has no obiec- 
tion to smuggling, but he did object to telling 
a lie, and when he was confronted with a 
long list of articles and asked to declare if 
he had any such in his possession there was 
nothing for him but to pay the £10 demanded 
for his honesty. 3 

The bill, in the end, was read a second time 
by 107 votes to 42. 

A start was made with a bill to confer the 
local government franchise. on mercantile 
corporations and companies,. but the time left 
was not sufficient to permit of its adequate 
discussion, and it was talked out.

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CROWD BEYOND 
CONTROL. 
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POLICE PULLING UP 
' THE PEGS. 


JOHANNESBURG, Friday. 
Extraordinary scenes were witnessed 
to-day at Grasfontein, near Lichtenburg, 
when new diamond diggings were “ pro- 
claimed.” 

The diggings were reputed to be so rich 
in diamonds that runners, including 
Olympic, Natal, and Transvaal champions, 
had gathered from all parts of South 
Africa, and four Australians were brought 
all the way from home, especially to take 
part in the rush. | 
It is estimated “that seventeen thousand 
runners were lined up over a distance of a 
couple of miles, and a larger number of 
spectators crowded on the surrounding 
ridges, when, owing to some misunder- 
standing, the left portion of the line broke 
away, and rushed to the diggings, where — 
the runners began feverishly to peg out 
claims, the police being powerless to re- 
strain the crowd. 

The Mining Commissioner has tele- 
graphed to the Minister for Mines recom- 
mending that the proclamation of the 
diggings should be declared null and void, 
and that another rush should be organised. 

In the meantime the greatest confusion’ 
prevails, and the police are busy pulling 
up pegs on the claims.—(Reuter.) 


17,000 RUNNERS

OBITUARY. 
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MONSIGNOR O’DOHERTY. 


The death of Monsignor O'Doherty, Parish 
Priest of Omagh, County Tyrone, took place 
last night, shortly after nine o'clock, in the 
Nursing Home of St. Vincent's Hospital, 
Dublin, aiter a brief illness. Monsignor 
‘(Doherty was a native of Derry City, and 
was educated. at Maynooth College, where he 
went through a distinguished course. He was 
ordained priest in 1877, and his first curacy 
was in the Parish of Faughanvate, meen á 
Derry. Afterwards he served at Carndonag 
and Moville, Co. Donegal. ' 

In consequence of ill-health Monsignor 
O'Doherty emigrated to Australia in 1892, 
and he spent six years there as Secretary to 
the late Archbishop Carr, of Melbourne. He 
returned to Ireland in 1898 in excellent 
health, and was ‘appointed Parish Priest of 
Claudy, Co. Derry. Later he was given 
pastoral charge of the Parish of Carndonagh, 
and in 1921 he was transferred to Omagh. 
Only a few weeks ago the title of Monsignor 
was conferred upon him by the Pope. 

Monsignor O'Doherty was a vigorous advo- 
cate oftherights of his people, who loved 
him for his genial, kindly nature. Even those 
who differed from him in religion and politics re- 
spected him for his uprightness of character 
and his dignified bearing in all relations of 
life.

‘This winter the 
class is working with splendid enthusiasm, 
and ! am pleased. to say that it is con- 
ducted by one of the veterans referred to in 
“ Dumbbell’s”’ letter—Mr. J. Patterson. I 
think it may be said that, were it not for 
the veterans, no class could be carried on at 
present. I do not know of any young men 
who! would be capable oí giving all-round 
gymnastic instruction, This is not as it should 
be, as I know of no more healthy winter 
exercise. 

Dublin has beea recently visited with an 
epidemic.of influenza. A number of the boys 
in.the Home were attacked. The boys w 
regularly took exercise in the gymnasium and 
football field proved immune. I[ mention this 
for what it is worth. If ‘‘ Dumbbell” or Mr. 
Flood would care to make a call here on any 
Wednesday evening from 8 to 10 o’clock, they 
can see the class at work, and they can also 
judge how much there is still left of 
gymnastic efficiency in that veteran of “ the
